COMMENTS FROM THE 
pie MANAGER'S OFFICE 
The annual meeting of the 
Maine Municipal Association, 
of which Bethel is a member, 
was held at the Eastland Hotel 
in Bethel on Nov, 4, 5, and 6. 
Sessions were held for Plan« 
ners, Assessors, Collectora, Pol- 
ice Chiefs, Managers, Clerks, 
and Publi¢ Works Officials, 

One of the sessions covered 
4 new subject, the preserva- 
tion of munisipal records. Un- 
ti] this year there was no. law 
covering the disposition of old 
municipal papers and records. 
The last session of the Legis. 
Jature passed a law establish- 
ing the retention and dispoai- 
tion of records. Certain periods 
are designated as to how long 
tach record will be retained. 
At the end of the statutory 
period the law provides the 
records be microfilmed or dea- 
troyed, depending on their per- 
manent value, For example, 
cancelled checks may be des- 
traved after six years, excige 
tax records three years. Town 
meeting records retained twen- 
ty years then microfilmed. If 
the town does not wish to niie- 
rofilm records they must be 
carefully preserved. Bethel is 
indeed fortunate to have a 
vault for the preservation of 
important record books, It will 
be a number of years before the 
vaulf reaches an overcrowded. 
condition that will warrant 
microfilming records. 

Another dixcussion concern- 
ed capital improvement, equip- 
ment, and reserve accounts 
These accounts can be estah- 
lished by vote of town for some 
futtire project or purchase of 
eauipment. Monies appropriat- 
ed for these accounts must be 
invested to draw interest until 
such time as the town votes 
that they be withdrawn to be 
applied towards a project or 
purchase of equipment which 
hag been approved by the vot- 
crs.
